This announcem ent was made 
following 
the 
selection of e x ­ 
colonel Franklin Rose by the city 1 
council last night as the person 
who will operate the field under 
a 
lease-m anagement 
agreement 
w ith the city. 


MORE THAN A SCORE of ap ­ 
plications w ere considered by the 
city 
council 
before 
it 
finally 
agreed that Rose was the man 
it w anted to operate the aban­ 
doned Army air base. The air­ 
port m anager first started flying 
in the Army as a cadet of 18 
Following the close of the World 
W ar I he sold airplanes from 
1920 to 1923. His flying career 
includes 
flying 
the 
mail 
for 
V arney Air Lines, operating a 
flying school, assisting in the or­ 
iginal development of the O ak­ 
land Municipal airport and vice­ 
president and general manage: 
for Varney A ir Lines. 
In 1931 
he became president and general 
m anager of Varney Speed Lines 
operating, as he said, the fastest 
airlines in the world between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. 


HE 
DEMONSTRATED Lock­ 
heed airplanes to the govern­ 
m ents of Europe and aided in se­ 
curing and surveying of air mail 
contracts for W estern Air Lines 
from the Mexican government. 
From 1935 to 1940 he operated 
his 
own 
company 
called 
the 
Franklin Rose A ircraft, Incor­ 
porated of Oakland and distrib­ 
uted such civilian aircraft as the 
Stinson, Ryan and Taylorcraft. At 
the outbreak of w ar w ith the 
Axis he entered the Army as a 
captain. He emerged a colonel. 
Rose was 
born January 
16, 
1900 at Fort Riley, Kansas, the 
son of Major Jam es A. Rose of the 
U nited States Army retired. His 
son, first lieutenant Franklin Jr. 
is a pilot w ith the 9th Air Force 
Fighter Command. 
Rose plans to expand the fa­ 
cilities of the field as rapidly as 
possible and as quickly as ci­ 
vilian flying increases.

craft sales outlet and complete 
mechanical service for all aircraft.

was in the process of being trans­ 
ferred to the Pig ’n’ Whistle cor­ 
poration of Los Angeles. Along 
with the sale of the Palm Springs 
Chi Chi, the other Chi Chi’s in 
Los Angeles, San Diego, River­ 
side and Long Beach, were also 
involved in the transaction. 


THE AMOUNT of money in­ 
volved in the transaction was not 
made public but it is expected 
to run into several hundred thou­ 
sands of dollars.

THE TARANTULA—Part Two 
(Concluded from last week). 
The 
food 
of 
this 
harm less 
ground spider the tarantula, con­ 
sists of grasshoppers, 
crickets, 
cockroaches, 
beetles, 
and 
any 
other sm all anim als it happens to 
encounter during its nocturnal 
w anderings. 
The 
Porto 
Rican 
species subsists almost entirely 
upon millipedes. During the sum ­ 
mer, if it can secure enough prey, 
the tarantula will eat tw ice a 
week. O ther tim es of the year it 
will 
feed 
upon 
comparatively 
little, and during the w inter will 
eat nothing at all! 
There have boon several re­ 
ports of local tarantula ••migra­ 
tions” on the desert, usually oc­ 
curring in late fall. The reason 
for such mass movements is un­ 
known, for the tarantula is not 
a social spider in any sense of the 
word, preferring rather to live 
apart or else attack and eat his 
neighbor. In the Palm Springs 
area tarantulas rather suddenly 
become 
more 
numerous 
than 
usual in the fall. This may he due 
to scarcity of food, which makes 
w andering a necessity, o r it may 
be due to the fall rains, which 
might flood their burrows and 
drive them out into the open in 
search of new sites. If any read­ 
ers of this colum n have ever seen 
such tarantula migrations, that 
data is desired by the Desert 
Museum, and will be gratefully 
received. 


THE ONE MAIN ENEMY of 
the tarantula is a large wasp, ol 
the genus Pepsis (Greek for "di­ 
gestion," 
derivation 
unknown), 
commonly called the T arantula 
Hawk. It is a wasp up to two 
inches in length, with red-orange 
shiny wings and a brilliant m e­ 
tallic blue-black body. Being oi 
such great bulk, it cannot fly 
rapidly, hovering just over the 
ground 
like 
a 
hummingbird. 
A fter alighting on the earth, it 
is much more at home, and darts 
about in nervous and rapid fash­ 
ion, searching in every crack and 
opening 
for 
prey: 
a 
hiding 
tarantula. That is one of th e main 
reasons why tarantulas are noc­ 
turnal, for after 
nightfall the 
Popsis wasp is inactive: th en only 
is this giant spider safe to forage 
unprotected. 
For many years no one knew 
exactly how this large wasp went 
about to paralyze tarantulas. Fi­ 
nally, in 1926, the great spidei 
specialist of Yale, Prof. A lexander 
Petrunkeviteh, succeeded in ob­ 
serving 
w hat 
happened in his 
laboratory, not once but many 
times. The results of this were 
published in the Journal of Ex­ 
perim ental Zoology, and the data 
below was secured from th at in­ 
teresting paper. 


THE PEPSIS WASP seem s to 
see quite well, and yet w ith hci 
antennae 
she 
taps 
everything 
with which she comes into con­ 
tact. to ensure identification. Be­ 
fore she hunts for her prey, the 
tarantula haw k first excavates a 
hole in the ground, about the size 
of a tarantula. This will be the 
living tomb for her unfortunate 
victim. Then she begins the search 
in earnest, driven on by an urge 
to lay her eggs in the paralyzed 
body. 
A 
spider 
located, 
she 
charges in for the attack. The ta ­ 
rantula seems to sense oncoming 
doom but does little to protect 
himself.

wasp brushes against the tactile 
hairs of the spider, and warns 
mm of her presence, she is in 
danger of being snapped in two 
by those deadly spider mandibles 
A fter m aking several feints to 
juggle the tarantula into posi­ 
tion. the w asp rushes in under 
the spider, at the opportune mo­ 
m ent and grabs him usually by 
the fourth leg, bracing her body 
in such a w ay that the tarantula 
is helpless to reach h er with his 
gaping jaws. Thus incapacitated, 
the wasp now takes her time 
about inserting the sting, and de­ 
liberately pokes around until she 
can thrust it between the sternum 
and maxillae of the tarantula, at 
such an angle that it will reach 
the thoracic ganglion. Once this 
nerve center is paralyzed by the 
poison, the 
tarantula 
is abso­ 
lutely helpless, though still alive, 
and lie may rem ain over a month 
m a comatose state. At first there 
is a great struggle as the wasp 
gets into position, but once stung 
the tarantula collapses on his 
hack 
within 
two 
seconds, 
so 
quickly does the venom work. 
The sting is left inserted a full 
half minute. If after that, the 
spider continues to move, he is 
stung a second time. 


ONE TARANTULA in the lab- 
ratory was seen to play possum,' 
the first sting being incorrectly 
placed, and the mom ent the wasp 
left, he sprang up and ran off. 
A fter subduing a spider, the vie- , 
tor 
usually 
laps up the fluid 
w hich oozes from the site of the 
sting. 
Then 
she 
goes 
about 
cleansing herself, dragging her 
body over th e ground and rub­ 
bing her hind legs together vig­ 
orously. 
N ext she lays a single trans­ 
lucent w hite egg upon the par­ 
alyzed spider, an egg which is 
only 4.7 m m in length, about the

I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS

This weekly letter, like the 
little serving girl in Barrie s play, 
The Admirable Crichton, should 
be called a "Tweenie.” It is writ­ 
ten in the last days of the cam­ 
paign, and it will appear in the 
papers just after the election. It 
represents the in-between per­ 
iod, before the results are known. 
For that reason, I would like 
to step aside, for one week, from 
my usual letters on government 
problems, or conditions in Wash­ 
ington, and comment on a little 
card I was given the other day 
in Huntington Beach. Of course, 
mentioning Washington does re­ 
mind me of Irvin Cobb’s comment 
on that city. He said if he ever 
had to go crazy, he hoped he 
would be in Washington at the 
time, for that was the place it 
would be least noticed. 
The little card was given me 
at a Rotary club luncheon. I was 
a guest there, and the speaker. 
The president of the club gave 
a card to each member. It was 
titled, "The Four Way Test,” and 
apparently represents a guide to 
business policy established by a 
Chicago business man, Herbert 
J. Taylor. He and his associates 
apply this four-way test to their 
business transactions and de­ 
cisions. 
These are the tests: 1. Is it the 
truth? 2. Is it fair to all con­ 
cerned? 3. Will it build good-will 
and better friendships? 4. Will it 
be beneficial to all concerned? 
What struck me was that this 
is not just a business code for 
one man or one business. Think 
what the Four Way Test would 
mean if auulied to the affairs ol 
government! 1. Is it the Truth? 
If that simple test had been ap­ 
plied to the publicity and the 
propaganda pouring out of the 
Washington agencies in the past 
few years, how many bright and 
inexperienced young men and 
women would have had to give 
up soft jobs and apply them­ 
selves to harder and more con­ 
structive work? If the late Chester 
Bowles had been required to ap­ 
ply it to the clever but deliber­ 
ately inaccurate material with 
which the country was flooded 


from his OPA offices, the nation 
would have saved millions ol 
dollars; we would have been a 
year ahead on the problems of 
reconversion and housing, and we 
would have been able to correct 
the iniquities of that, and other 
agencies, months ago. 
2. Is it fair to all concerned? 
Can you find me a simpler and 
yet more complete test to apply 
to the problems of labor rela­ 
tions; to the making of laws, oi 
to the activities of law-making 
bodies? 
3. Will it build good will and 
better friendships? Here is your 
charter for international relation­ 
ships. You can say it, in more 
words or in treaties, or in inter­ 
national agreements. You can 
argue it in Paris, or in London, 
or in Washington, or in New 
York, but can you really say it 
any better? 
4. Will it be beneficial to all 
concerned? Here again is the solu­ 
tion of labor relations, the solu­ 
tion of domestic issues, the goal 
of law making. Mr. Taylor may 
ask, in his more limited business 
relations, will it be beneficial ti 
all concerned; the law maker may 
well ask, in the broader field, 
i will it be as beneficial as it can 
be made, and to the greatest 
number of citizens, when he 
makes laws in Sacramento or in 
Washington. 
I rise to remark again, as 1 
have before in this column, that 
there seems to be a feeling, with 
some people, that complicated 
problems require complicated so­ 
lutions. I have never thought so. 
If we can resolve the problems 
into the principles involved in 
them, the answers may be found 
in the simple precepts of a nation 
founded on integrity and honesty 
and freedom. I am mere con­ 
vinced than ever, after reading 
the little card given me at the 
Rotary meeting in Huntington 
Beach".
